" another column we reproduce ten 
* reasons for his belief in immortal- 
ity as enunciated by John Haynes 
Holmes at the Community Church, 
New York, New York. But this same 
clergyman a week or two previously 
had given utterance to something 
which deserves a place in this column 
where philosophical nonsense is ex- 
posed. He cannot understand how the 
God of the Christians should allow 
things to come into being and perfect 
themselves according to a process of 
evolution. He says that Theism can- 
not answer the question: “Where does 
God come from’”, nor can Theism 
answer the question: “Why is there 
evil in the universe of a good God?” 
Read what he says, and then wonder 
how he can be so orthodox in the mat- 
ter of immortality: 

“Theism has never been able to 
answer certain questions, Its fun- 
damental! feature in the past has 
been the idea of God as the crea- 
tor, or maker, of the universe 
like a watchmaker making a» 
watch. But God has been thought 
of always as pure spirit, and the 
world And 


rid as matter. how can 
spirit handle matter, and shape it 
to its uses? In our time. of 


course, the conception of matter 
and spirit has been superseded 
by a single conception of energy. 
But if the universe is a mass of 
energy Originating in that primal 
source of energy which is God, 
where did God come from? The 
__old riddle of the origin of God re- 


mains as unanswerable today as 

ever, 

“Why, for example, if God is 
omnipotent, and knows the ends 
He wants to attain, why did He 
choose this prolonged and enor- 
mously difficult process of evolu- 
tion? 

“Such a deity should be able t- 
do things with cleanness, precis- 
ion, and efficiency. But He does 
nothing of the kind. The facts 
of the evolutionary process are 4 
challenge to theism which it has 
not yet been able to meet. 

“This brings us to the ultimate 
question which theism is as little 
able to answer today as yester- 
day. I refer to the question of 
evil. Why evil in the universe of 
a good God? The only true and 
reverent answer is that answer 
which is no real answer at al! 
we do not know!” 

Now what philosophically un- 
sound is the assumption that man, 
whose powers of comprehension are 
limited in relation to material 
things, should be able to comprehend 
an infinite God. If God came from

speak of everything in creation as 
things “contingent”, by which is 
meant something whose existence is

‘not necessary, whose existence could 


be dispensed with, whose existence is 
dpendent on a Being who must be a 
“necessary” Being. This is only an- 
other definition of God. God must be 


infinite in every particulay, If He had 
a beginning, He would not be infinite 
in His life. J 

Evil in this world is not of God's 
creation, and therefore is not so diffi- 
cult to explain. Moral evil is due to 
the misuse of man’s free will. If God 
had not made man free He would not 
have made him man at all. Look up 
the dictionary definition of man and 
you will discover that reason and free 
will belong to his nature. 


Then the physica! evils in this world 


are not evils at all if they may con-| 


duce to a blissful existence through- 
out a long eternity. Faith teaches. 
and probably all the nations of anti- 
quity held to the theory, that physical 
evils are a consequence of mankind's 
first rebellion against God; that He 
allowed the lower creation to rebel 
against man after the first human 
pair, on trial as representing the hu- 
man race, proved to be rebels against 
their Creator, 


The action of the spiritual soul on 
the material body, the use of the 
brain by the faculty of reason in man, 
should solve the problem of how 
“spirit can handle matter.” “How?” 
might be asked concerning the opera- 
tion of a thousand things in nature, 
and the question remains unanswered. 
“How the radio’” “How the growth 
of the seed into an ear of corn, or a 
tree?” But facts are facts, whether 
understood or not.

T was comforting to read of the 

observance of Baster on the part of 
nearly all the American people, of 
nearly all the people in the world. The 
newspapers of large cities reported 
crowded churches after a more solemn 
observance of Holy Week than ever 
before.

mas. 

The Rev. John Haynes Holmer, in 
his Paster sermon, Park Avenue and 
S4th Street, New York, gave the fol- 
lowing ten reasons for his belief in 
immortality. 

“First, I believe in immortality be- 
cause there is no reason for not be- 
lieving in it. If immortality has never 
been proved, it has likewise never

“Seventh, I believe in immortality 


,as the logic of the evolutionary pro- 


cess. This process must be working to

and worthy end, if the world is sane. 
What can this be but the development 
of a soul which can outlive a cosmos 
doomed to a final cataclysm of ruin? 

“Eighth, I believe in immortality 
because I believe in the fundamental 
scientific. principle of conservation. 
Nothing in the universe is ever lost. 
All energy is conserved. The soul of 
man, as well as steam or electricity, 
is energy, and therefore by this law 
of conservation must be destined to 
endure 

“Ninth, I believe in immortality be- 
cause all the values of life exist in 
man. Nothing has any value“ apart 
from man. Man, therefore, is the su- 
preme value, and must outlive the 
values which he has created. 

“Tenth, I believe in immortality be- 
cause faith in a life beyond justifies 
itself in the life that now is. It stands 
the pragmatic test of utility. Immor- 
talify makes for noble and unselfish

THE BLUE. BOOK IMAGINES THINGS 

The Presbyterian Genera! Assembly will meet in Cin- 
cinnati on May 29th. At a District Meeting held in Phila- 
delphia a merger of several branches of the Presbyterian 
Church was proposed and recommended for consideration by 
the General Assembly. ' 

In the Official Blue Book of the Presbyterian Church, 
reference is made to the up-hill work and even to the decline 
of the Protestant bodies generally in the European countries, 
and it is represented that help is needed from American 
Protestant Churches “spiritually and practically” in order to 
meet the great issucs. namely: 

“(1). An invigorated, politically powerful and aggres- 
sive Roman Catholicism on the one hand: and 

“(2) The rising tide of atheistic Bolshevism on the 
other.” 

Now. no one disputes the danger in which religion gen- 
erally finds itself because of the Communistic propaganda 
throughout Europe, but we would like to know in which coun- 
try of Europe there is a “politically powerful Roman Catho- 
licism.”” Surely not in a single so-called Protestant country. 
In those lands whatever political backing is given to religious 
organizations is given to Protestant organizations. 

But the Church is not “politically powerful” even in 
so-called Catholic countries, such as Italy, France, Spain, 
Austria, Belgium. The Church is politically weak precisely 
hecause the Holy See has forbidden Catholics to engage in 
partisan politics as Catholics. 

Poland is mentioned as an instance in the Blue Book. 


But there is no political pressure brought against Protestant- 
ism as such in that country. Resentment is shown in this and 
in other countries, on the part of Catholic churchmen, to the 
proselytizing efforts made; and there is certainly consistency 
in this resentment, because if Protestants recognize that al! 
Christian religions are good, why should they interfere with 
the religion ‘of Catholics? What has any Protestant organ- 
ization to offer a Catholic which he has not already had in 
his religion? He believes everything which the most orthodox 
Protestant holds to be essential; he attends church better 
than the average Protestant; he prays’ more; he does harder 
things for his salvation. Yet, like the Protestant he recog- 
nizes that he will owe his salvation principally to the merits 
of Jesus Christ. 

It is Catholicism, and not Protestantism, which labors

The present Liturgy requires 
that the priest prepare and offer 
the bread and wine, while the 
people present make offerings of 
money through the collection for 
the eee of the Church. For- 
merly the

would wash his hands at the side 
of the altar. This part of the 
Liturgy is still preserved. It was 
about the 11th. century that the 
custom of offerings made by the 
people ceased. As mentioned 
above, the people now make of- 
ferings of money either at the 
door when entering, or in the 
box when it is passed around at 
the time of the “Offertory”. This 
outward “offering” is made to 
express our inward offering of 
ourselves, and our desire to join 
with the priest in the Holy Sac- | 
rifice. | 

At this particular part of the | 
Mass we should unite ourselves 
with the priest and follow along 
carefully the priest in the pray- 
ers of the Offertory. All good 

rayer books, that is, prayer 
s which deal with the Mass 
and not merely private prayers 
and devotions, have the same 
prayers which the priest is say- 
ing at the altar.
